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ALTERNATIVES I AND II TABLED; NEW 
EFFORT TO SEEK POBLIG INVOLVEMENT

The Prince Georges Board of Education on March 29 tabled 
the controversial Demographic Study ‘Alternatives I and II on a 
motion by Sue Mills, sponsor and chief advocate of the study. Ad¬ 
ditionally, a resolution sponsored by six board members was intro¬ 
duced for first reading that would “within the next 30 days set a 
work session open to the public to establish goals and priorities of 
the Board of Education for the Prince Georges County school sys¬ 
tem, along with the development of a mechanism for the imple¬ 
mentation of these goals and priorities.” The resolution, sponsored 
by board members Jo Ann Bell, Sue Bieniasz, Bonnie Johns, Leslie 
Kreimer, Sue Mills and Maureen Steinecke, will come up for 
second reading and discussion at the Board’s next meeting on 
Thursday, April 13. 


The Board’s actions will result in 
the continuance of the school sys¬ 
tem’s present attendance plans. The 
recommendations in the plans to 
close 11 elementary schools will also 
be scrapped for the coming school 
year. 

Resolution 

The resolution appears to be in 
keeping with the joint position of 
the Greenbelt City Council and the 
Greenbelt School Study Committee- 
Both have urged the Board to con¬ 
tinue its present inquiry but to 
broaden the focus and involve the 
public in development of the pro¬ 
posals to be placed before the 
Board, 

The recent Public Hearings dem¬ 
onstrated overwhelming support for 
the philosophy behind the demo¬ 
graphic study — that children 
should be able to attend schools 
closer to their homes and that chil¬ 
dren from already integrated com 
munitles. should be able to attend 
schools in their neighborhoods. 
However, testimony at the hearings 
attacked the inequities in solutions 
proposed, such as the failure to 
consider projected rather than cur¬ 
rent, population figures; the failure 
to coordinate the inquiry into clos¬ 
ing of elementary schools with that 
concerning closing of junior high 
schools; the failure to look at al¬ 
ternative programs (magnet, middle 
school, pairing, clustering) as well 
as busing as influences for desegre ¬ 
gation; the failure to provide sta¬ 
bility for those children who have 
attended different schools every 
year, two and three years in a row. 

Mills 

The move by Mills to table the 
plans, which also included the clos¬ 
ing of 11 elementary schools, was 
supported 6-2 (Kreimer and Stein - 
ecke dissenting; one board member 
absent). In a prepared three-page 
statement Mills reaffirmed her op¬ 
position to busing but noted that 
public opinion was against the 
school system’s plans. 

“It is obvious that an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the people who have 
reacted to this plan, either through 
the public hearings, phone calls or 
letters are opposed to this — if not 
the concept — surely this particular 
plan,” said Mills. 

She thought that the citizens of 
the county “demonstrated an over¬ 
whelming concern for a particular 
school closing and not for the dem 
ographic plan on its merit. “Con¬ 
sequently,” she said, “support of 
the present proposal has been negli¬ 
gible.” 

Mills added, however, that she 
remains convinced that “the best 
route to meaningful stability in our 
very own urban-like county is the 
preservation of geographic identi¬ 
fication for our young people.” 

Dance Marathon, Bake Sale 

Mowatt Memorial Methodist

Greenbriar Owners Against 
Preferred Overpass Site

After a work session on March 
29, and a Council meeting April 3, 
the city council decided to hold a 
public hearing on the proposed Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway Pe¬ 
destrian Overpass. About ten resi¬ 
dents of Greenbriar-Phase I show¬ 
ed up at council meeting to voice 
their opposition to condemnation. 
At an annual meeting, 66% of 
Greenbriar-Phase I voted 18.3077% 
to 47.6721% against the preferred 
site. Councilman Gil Weidenfeld 
emphasized that this was a “gen¬ 
eral city problem.” To give the 
entire Greenbelt community, in¬ 
cluding other sections of Greenbri¬ 
ar, input, a public hearing was 
scheduled for April 24, at 8 p.m. 
City Manager James Giese asked 
council to reduce the alternatives 
to two - the preferred site between 
building 7716 and 7718 of Green- 
briar and the Mandan Road route. 
This amendment was accepted. 

The PTSA of Eleanor Roosevelt 
has sent the city a letter support¬ 
ing the preferred site. The letter 
notes that a student survey showed 
that many students would not use 
the Mandan Road walkway. At the 
council meeting, Joseph Margulis 
from Greenbriar stated that not all 
the students polled were from 
Greenbelt. He stated that we should 
“not have our teenagers dictate to 
us.” Echoing him, Janet Gordy 
stated she was in opposition to the 
overpass. She asked “please don’t 
condemn our property.” Greenbelt- 
er Jack Steiffer, who works at Roo¬ 
sevelt, explained that students from 
Roosevelt come into Greenbelt to 
use the athletic facilities. Favor¬ 
ing the foot bridge, he concluded 
“if we wait too long . . . we are 
going to have a statistic.” Concern 
about the safety of students was 
also expressed by Bert Donn from 
Woodland Way. Educator and par¬ 
ent, Marilyn Chaples felt transpor¬ 
tation should be provided for those 
using the athletic facilities. As to 
the walkers, she felt it was a 
matter of parental responsibility. 

A letter from William E. Ayers, 
President of the Greenbriar-Phase 
I Board of Directors, suggested that 
a majority of owners would favor 
the Mandan Road site. Councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld noted that “where- 
ever you put the bridge, it will im 
pact on someone.” 

Janet Gordy suggested that all 
those Greenbriar-Phase I residents 
who voted on the preferred site 
would want to attend the public 
hearing. Thus she requested that a 
larger place be found for the meet¬ 
ing. Eleanor Roosevelt was the first 
choice for the meeting, and next 
the Center School or Youth Center. 
In an earlier workshop session, 
council expressed concern that only 
those opposed to a preferred site 
would attend. Gil Weidenfeld sum¬ 
med up council’s views with “We 
would like to hear everybody out.”

SHA Must Tell City 
Of Acquisition Plans 

S.B. 1163, sponsored by Senator 
Edward T. Conroy (Dem., P.G.) 
and requested by the Mayor and 
City Counci of Greenbelt, has just 
passed the Maryland State Senate. 

This bill requires the State High¬ 
way Administration to notify all 
municipalities of plans to acquire 
any land within that municipality 
prior to acquisition of the land. 

“Orderly plannng of the Golden 
Triangle was disrupted last fall by 
the State Highway Administration’s 
statement of intent to acquire a 
portion of the parcel for a new ramp 
to the Parkway,” stated Conroy, 
“and that caused the need for the 
legislation to be introduced.” 

Senator Conroy’s bill has also 
prompted the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration to revise their proced¬ 
ure to insure local in-put in all 
future land acquisitions. 

Busy City Council 
Has Full Schedule

Council's busiest season is about 
to begin: two work sessions (April 
12, 13) a regular meeting (April 17) 
and a public hearing (April 24) were 
scheduled at Monday’s meeting — 
and that’s just the beginning. Coun¬ 
cil will spend at least one night a 
week from now until June consider¬ 
ing every aspect of the budget for 
next year. 

City Manager James Giese told 
the council that the budget, which 
is required to be presented at coun¬ 
cil's first meeting in April, was not 
yet ready. The staff, heavily loaded 
with other work during the past 
month, still has a little work to do 
to complete the document. Giese 
did give some hints to council a- 
bout its contents. The budget calls 
for no change in the tax rate, al¬ 
though the total expenditures and 
revenues in the general fund are 
up 11% over the current year, Giese 
said. However, over the past fiscal 
year, the city has received authori¬ 
zation for a large number of posi¬ 
tions under the Comprehensive Em¬ 
ployment and Training Act (CE- 
TA). While these positions are re¬ 
flected in the budget, they are fin¬ 
anced 100% by federal funds. With¬ 
out the CETA program, the in¬ 
crease is 6.4%, slightly lower than 
‘the 7% cost-of-living rise during 
the past year. Thus, Giese contin¬ 
ued, the budget is essentially a 
hold-the-line proposal — the same 
budget as last year but with a 
slight upward movement caused by 
inflation. 

Meetings 

Council will meet April 12 at 8 
p.m. in a work session on the ad¬ 
ministrative budgets. They will 
at the same time schedule work 
sessions and public hearings to be 
held throughout the next two 
months on every aspect of the 1978- 
1979 fiscal year budget. Council 
must pass the completed budget 
and set next year’s tax rate before 
June 10. \

Council Action is Requested 
On Two Local Bus Schedules

Still another public hearing will be held on proposed changes 
in the R-15 and F-6 Metro routes. Voting 4-0 on a motion made 
by Councilman Charles Schwan, council at its April 3 meeting 
decided to take up the Metro changes as the first item of old 
business at its next meeting, Monday, April 17. (Councilman 
Thomas X. White was out of town). 


The proposed changes, which had 
already been discussed at council 
work sessions, came about through 
requests from interested citizens. 
The R-15 express bus would have 
its departure time delayed 10 min¬ 
utes to 5:45 p.m. This was reques¬ 
ted by people working in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia who have had 
difficulty making subway connec¬ 
tions for the earlier departure time 
and who would have to leave their 
places of employment earlier or, if 
they can’t, come home on a later 
local bus. 

DOT Survey 

City Manager James Giese in¬ 
formed council that the Prince 
Georges Department of Transpor¬ 
tation (DOT) had conducted a sur¬ 
vey on March 21 of passengers us¬ 
ing the R-15 express bus. When 
asked how they felt about deferring 
the departure time for 10 minutes, 
14 of the 33 riders present objected. 
19 others did not. Giese added that 
he had been advised by letter that 
if council formally requested the 
change, it would probably be gran¬ 
ted. 

Council felt that they needed to 
hear from those citizens who had 
requested the change before they 
could come to a fair decision. These 
people were presumably not on the 
bus at the earlier time when the 
poll was taken. 

Giese recommended that an item 
be placed in the News Review in 
reference to the poll. Mayor Pro 
tern, Gil Weidenfeld, suggested that 
a clip-out coupon be used so that 
people could respond. 

In the letter DOT touched on the 
F-6 route. They said it is not their 
policy to use private roadways 
within apartment complexes which 
would seem to rule out a turna¬ 
round within the Charlestowne 
Village-University Square area. 

In response to council’s sugges¬ 
tion that the F-6 make a left turn 
on Ridge Road instead of going 
down Westway, DOT felt that this 
would be more costly in terms of 
time and mileage. Although not 
ruling out this route, DOT indica¬ 
ted that it should be considered 
only as a last resort. 

Petitions 

Council received two petitions 
from citizens present at the meet¬ 
ing. The first was from two men 
from the Ridge Road-Westway area 
who petitioned council for foot pa¬ 
trolmen in that area instead of hav¬ 
ing police patrol by car. The citizens 
told of their neighbors and them 
selves being harassed by older teen¬ 
agers who tend to congregate and 
drink, smash bottles, etc. behind 
the library and Center School and 
also in the Westway-Center park. 
They found it unpleasant to jog in 
the area or to have their children 
walk to meetings. They spoke also 
about loud noise and racing cars 
at all hours. 

The protesting citizens felt that 
the youth would get to know the 
foot patrolmen and come to respect 
them. Agreeing with this concept 
was Roosevelt High School teacher 
Jack Steiffer. Steiffer felt that this 
would help to bridge the gap be¬ 
tween the two generations. Others 
in the audience agreed. Mayor 
Richard Pilski asked staff to inves-

tigate the situation and report back 
within a week. 

A petition also came from Ethel 
Lubarsky, 4-F Plateau, requesting 
that council support a transfer 
amendment which is going to be 
considered shortly by Congress. The 
amendment concerns taking money 
from the military budget and giving 
it to the cities to be used for trans¬ 
portation, health care, social needs, 
etc. Lubarsky asked that council 
study this bill for the implications 
it has for Greenbelt, perhaps to 
complete the Metro E line, and also 
to support local congressmen who 
are backing the bill. 

Before presenting her informa¬ 
tion Lubarsky told council that she 
was impressed with the rapport she 
saw between city officials and the 
citizenry at the meeting, especially 
since she came from a large city 
where it seemed impossible to 
“fight city hall.” 

Council passed a resolution to 
transfer funds from the Replace¬ 
ment Fund to the Parks budget 
in the amount of $9,900. This covers 
the salaries of 6 employees paid 
under the federally funded Compre¬ 
hensive Employment and Training 
Act (CETA). 


M. Weidenfeld Announces 
School Board Candidacy 

Greenbelt resident Muriel Wefci- 
enfeld has announced her candida¬ 
cy for the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education from the sec¬ 
ond district. 

Weidenfeld has been involved in 
school-related activities for many 
years.

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An Idle Exercise 

To the Editor: 

Concerning the calculations in the 
first paragraph of Jack Steiffer’s 
letter last week, they are correct 
if money were borrowed at 9*4 % 
interest, if the term of the loan 
were 20 years and if the scope of 
the program were as proposed by 
the consultants. His exercise is 
an idle one, at least at the present 
time, because GHI is endeavoring to 
borrow at less than 94% interest, 
the consultants assumed that the 
pay-off time would be 26 years and 
the scope of the program that the 
board will recommend (and the 
scope the membership approves) 
has not been determined. 

The figures quoted from the Kast 
ner article relate to cost of im¬ 
provements as they might affect 
property values, not to payment, 
monthly or otherwise, of the costs 
of rehabilitation. 

With regard to the prices of 
homes used in the rehabilitation 
(Beck) and marketing (Hoffman) 
reports, clearly set forth on pages 
3-7 and 3-8 of the Beck report are 
average prices of masonry and 
frame units respectively. Quite as 
clearly the Hoffman report con¬ 
tains median prices of the two 
types of homes (p. 67), Both are 
correct 

Mr, Steiffer may have a point in 
his criticism of the flat fee for 
sales administration, but the criti¬ 
cism is more apt in terms of rela 
tionsiiip to sales prices than it is 
to brick or masonry and frame 
homes. 

These questions and answers may 
be of value. Of greater value, how¬ 
ever, would be an outpouring of 
member comments directed to the 
GHI Board while it is formulating 
its recommendations for rehabilita¬ 
tion. Member input would have 
greater impact before the Board 
makes its recommendations than 
attempts to change those recom¬ 
mendations afterwards. Moreover, 
the exercise of member influence 
now involves no recrimination, 
whereas postponing the exercise 
may lead to a stormy membership 
meeting. 

Reason dictates that we rely pri¬ 
marily on the former. Doing so 
in no way precludes the making of 
final decisions by the membership 
when it is assembled.

Alter some discussion, members of the city council decided to 
take no action on a request by the owners of Parcel 2 for a condi¬ 
tion to be attached to their sale of land to the City of Greenbelt. 
The city has been negotiating for more than a year for the purchase 
of 9 acres of undeveloped land between the elderly housing facility 
and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. The land, which replaces 
the Ridge Road Center, would be developed as a park. Charles 
Bresler, spokesman for the owners, has asked the city for a condi¬ 
tion stating that such a park, which would adjoin their remaining 
property, not be cited as a reason to oppose possible rezoning by 
the owners consistent with the master plan. But council was 
u ^willing to make a commitment involving zoning.

%uite near agreement on a selling 
price, according to City Solicitor 
Emmett Nanna, who had been con¬ 
tacted by Bresler earlier Tuesday 
afternoon, the owners were still 
negotiating for some kind of a 
itatement which, they felt, would 
have some real value. The impli¬ 
cation is that the owners might ask 
a higher selling price if they can 
itot get what they seek. 

The current zoning of the area 
is R-R, single family homes, where¬ 
as the master plan calls for R-T, 
townhouses. 

Council’s Response 

Councilman Richard Castaldi flat¬ 
ly objected to any agreement on 
zoning. Of the purchase price, he 
said, “We’re getting no deal. The 
ball game is completely open now. 
(Already the cost of land is) a little 
higher than I want to pay.” 

Mayor Richard R. Pilski agreed: 
“No stipulation; no condition.” 

City Manager James K. Giese re ¬ 
assured council that no such zon 
mg condition had been agreed to 
and that, in fact, the owners had 
been advised that council was un 
hkeiy to agree to any. 

Council should not “buy a pig in 
a-poke,” said councilman Gil Wei- 
denfeld. "If the owners want to de¬ 
velop their property in such a way 
as to be an asset to Greenbelt, then, 
of course the council will be help- 
fed,” he said. But council should 
not have its hands tied in case the 
owners want to develop their pro¬ 
perty in a way that the council 
might feel to be detrimental to the 
park. In that case, the council 
should be able to use any means at 
band by which to fight the develop 
ment, he declared. 

Charles Schwan summed up 
•ouncil’s feisty attitude when he 
said, 'While I don’t have any prob 
lem with R-T zoning, (the nearest 
category to Greenbelt Homes town- 
houses), I wouldn’t give the owners 
anything.” To ask us to “throw 
fchis last thing in the cup as a 
sweetener, nuts!” he said. “I’d ra¬ 
ther condemn it.” 

The city has already filed con 
demnation proceedings in what has 
become a lengthy and difficult ne¬ 
gotiation.

Albert S. “Buddy” Attick, Public 
Services Director,' won a special 
Career Achievement Award at the 
annual Greenbelt city employees' 
banquet held Saturday, March 18.

Several Seek Appointment to Fill 
Vacant Seat in House of Delegates

Three Greenbelters - Mayor Richard Pilski, Marcia Krasnick 
and Anthony F. McCarthy - are vying for the Maryland House 
seat of Delegate David Gray Ross (Democrat from Bowie) who is 
expected to be appointed a Circuit Court Judge this month. A 
fourth contender, Charles J. (Buzzy) Ryan of Bowie, recently 
threw his hat into the ring, too. The person tapped for the vacant 
seat will hold the post in name only since Del. Ross will remain in 
the House of Delegates until April 15 when the session ends. The 
victorious candidate will also compete with other hopefuls in the 
September 1978 primary. 

Should a Greenbelt candidate be 
selected for Del. Ross’ seat, it would 
be an uphill battle in September be¬ 
cause of the difficulty for anyone 
outside of Bowie to get elected. All 
three delegates from the 24th Legis¬ 
lative District - Delegates Ross, 

Gerard Devlin and Leo Green - re¬ 
side in Bowie, which has a popula¬ 
tion of 42,000. (Greenbelt’s popula¬ 
tion is approximately 20,000.) Kras¬ 
nick and Pilski were both defeated 
in the 1974 race; Krasnick placed 
fourth in the District; Pilski fifth. 

However; in Greenbelt, Pilski was 
the top vote getter. 

When Del. Ross is appointed to 
the Circuit Court, the Democratic 
State Central Committee will start 
the selection process for his re¬ 
placement. The eleven members 
from Prince Georges County will 
receive applications and conduct a 
public hearing. By law, the Central 
Committee has the authority to 
make appointments, but the com¬ 
mittee does take into consideration 
the recommendation of the Demo¬ 
cratic Advisory Committee (the 
Monday Morning Breakfast Club) 
which is composed of the county’s 
leading political figures. 

State Central Committee Chair¬ 
man Lance Billingsley said the cri 
teria used for the appointment in ¬ 
clude: (1) a candidate's academic 
and professional background, (2) 
interest and experience in political 
activities, including holding politi¬ 
cal office, (3) service to the Demo¬ 
cratic party, (4) reasons the can¬ 
didate feels he/she is qualified and 
expectations if appointed and (5) 
political support. 

Billingsley also indicated that if 
Krasnick wants the House seat, she 
is the leading candidate but, he ad¬ 
ded, realizing the political realities, 
it would be difficult for anyone 
outside of Bowie to get elected in 
September. He also thought that 
Greenbelt might have more political 
clout if everyone united behind one 
candidate, since “competition a- 
mong candidates causes divisive¬ 
ness which spills over into the next 
election.” 


Krasnick 

A resident of Springhill Lake, 
Krasnick is Executive Director of 
Prince Georges Democratic Party. 
She feels this experience has given 
her the opportunity to “feel the 
pulse of the citizens of Greenbelt 
and 24th Legislative District.” 
Krasnick considers as “big pluses” 
the tact that she is a woman and 
“would work just as hard in the 
delegate position as she has in ev¬ 
erything else.” 

Past president of the Springhill 
Lake Civic Association and past 
vice president of the Springhill 
Lake Elementary School PTA, 
Krasnick was a member of the 
Governor's Commission to Study 
Blue Laws and the Democratic 
Platform Committee. Her service 
included leadership positions in vo¬ 
ter registration drives in Greenbelt 
and the county and holding the post 
as administrative aide to the Senate 
Judicial Proceedings Committee. 
She has worked in Democratic 
campaigns and has testified before 
State legislative committees on 
public issues. 

McCarthy 

F. Anthony McCarthy known as 
“Tony” to friends and relatives here 
in Greenbelt for the past 35 years, 
is now serving as an Assistant 
States Attorney in Upper Marlboro, 
where he has prosecuted major 
crimes which have occurred in the 
County. The nature of his position 
has kept him from seeking elected 
public office, but it has not preven¬ 
ted him from being active in Green¬ 
belt concerns. He is currently Vice- 
Chairman of the City’s Advisory 
Planning Board, which makes re-

Richard R. Pilski, 106 Rosewood, 
has served on the Greenbelt City 
Council since 1963 Mayor 1971- 1975 
and 1977 to present, Mayor Pro Tern 
1969-1971. He has held positions 
on the local, county and state levels, 
including (county) Delegate, 
Council of Democratic Clubs for 
2 years. Tax Differential Commit¬ 
tee, Charter Review Committee; 
(city) president, Lakewood Citizens 
Association and member of Green¬ 
belt Advisory Planning Board; 
(State) Executive Committee, 
Maryland State Transportation 
Committee; (COG) Board of Di¬ 
rectors 1971-75 and 1977 to present, 
Energy Policy, Public Safety and 
Environmental Committees. 

Pilski feels that his experience

day, April 13 with the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, coun¬ 
cil will hear presentations by a 
group of architecture students from 
the University of Maryland. They 
have been working this semester bn 
landscape plans for parcel 7 and 
the entrance to the Lake Park. The 
public is invited. 

CDBG Funds 

A gain to Greenbelt of $5000 in 
fourth year funding of the Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grant 
Funds was the net result of a full 
day’s lobbying efforts by Council¬ 
man Charles Schwan and Giese 
on April 3. The city had previous¬ 
ly lost $10,000 for funding one staff 
person to administer a possible 
grant or loan program for Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. The city gained 
a commitment for $15,000 to rede¬ 
sign and construct a sidewalk con¬ 
necting the elderly housing facili¬ 
ty now under construction with the 
center. Problems with current 
walkways are (1) lack of safe ped¬ 
estrian crossing of Ridge Road and 
(2) steep grade on approach to Cen¬ 
ter underpass. 

No CDBG funds are anticipated 
for the road repair work between 
Gardenway and Southway on Ridge 
that had been included in the orig¬ 
inal request to the county. 

Leaves 

Charles Schwan passed along to 
the city staff several complaints he 
had received from citizens. In a 
number of playgrounds and other 
public areas, he stated, leaves from 
last fall have not yet been removed 
by city crews. In some cases these 
leaves are blowing back into pri¬ 
vate yards that have already been 
cleared. Giese replied that at this 
time of year when everyone — the 
city and residents alike — is busy 
cleaning up, the leaf vacuum some¬ 
times gets behind. Giese said he 
would look into the matter. The leaf 
vacuum, he thought, had been in 
operation — particularly on week¬ 
ends when the city gets extra labor 
through the courts. 

Supports E-Route 

Mayor Richard Pilski was sched¬ 
uled for three appearances on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 4. At 10:30 a.m, he 
appeared before county council on 
behalf of the city in opposition to 
sewage allotment for Greenbriar 
East (story next week). In the 
afternoon, on state legislation of 
interest to the city. At 7:30 p.m. 
Pilski was scheduled to present the 
city’s position in support of build¬ 
ing the complete “E” metrorail 
route to Greenbelt at the WMATA 
Board of Directors public hearing 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
Two alternatives — C and D — as 
well as the original plan provide 
for the E-route to extend to the 
beltway at the B&O tracks on the 
west side of Greenbelt. The other 
two alternatives would terminate 
the E-route in the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The analysis indicates that while 
the total cost of construction would 
be considerably higher for the al¬ 
ternatives with a completed E-route 
the operating deficits for the transit 
system would be less. 

Misc. 

Council agreed to the purchase of 
a new tire-changer at a cost of 
$1,075.50 It will be purchased in 
place of a tune-up tester which had 
been included in this year’s budget 
($2,900). 


Response to Metro Needed 

Individuals who want the Metro 
line to extend to Greenbelt may 
mall postcards to that effect to the 
Prince Georges County Council. 
These postcards will be available at 
Beltway Plaza until Saturday, 
April 8. They can be found at the 
table where shoppers register for 
the drawing for a free trip to Nas¬ 
sau. Approximately 200 cards have 
been handed out to interested citi¬ 
zens.

VISIT ANNAPOLIS

Twenty-eight members of the 
Golden Age Club of Greenbelt went 
to Annapolis March 21 to be guests 
of Senator Edward T. Conroy. On 
arrival they were greeted by a gra¬ 
cious Elaine Smith, Assistant to the 
Senator, escorted to a'Senate Com¬ 
mittee room and introduced to the 
Public Law Committee. There they 
witnessed the democratic process 
of government in action, and listen¬ 
ed to debating on various tax bills. 
After the session the group lunch¬ 
ed in the Committee room. They 
were welcomed by Senator Conroy, 
who spoke briefly concerning the 
current bills on the floor. 

The afternoon program consisted 
of a visit to the new Senate Cham¬ 
ber in session, introduction by Sen¬ 
ate President Steny Hoyer and an 
opportunity to see the Senate in 
action. An interesting- tour fol¬ 
lowed, first to the House of Dele¬ 
gates hosted by Delegate Leo 
Green, then to another part of the 
building, where the tour leader told 
about the early history of the 
state house.

It is the oldest state 
house in operation in the nation at 
the present time.
